Years continuance at the Univerſity, to be time ſuffici- 
ent to fir a young man for being a great Inſtrument in 
the Church, ſo others we have ſo moderate, as to be- 
lieve, that a ſolemn admilſſion, and the paying Colledgc- 
Duties (without the trouble of Philoſophical Diſcourſcs 
and Diſputations, and the like) are virtues that will in- 
fluence as far as Cumberland, and improve though ir be 
as faras- Sr. Michael's Mount, So ſtrangely are ſome 
People poſſeſſed, with the eafineſs and the ſmall prepa- 
rations required for the undertaking of the Miniſtry, that 
though in other Profeſſions they plainly ſee whar conſi- 
derable time is ſpent by young Students, before they 
have any hopes of attaining to experience and Know- 
ledge enoughto praQtiſe ; yer ropreach to ordinary Peo- 
ple, and govern a Country Flock, is uſually. deem'd 
ſuch an eafie Task, that every one thinks himſelf fit for 
the employment; and that as for the knack of Preaching, 
as they call ir, it is a perfeQion fo eaſily attained, that 
he is eſteemed a Dunce indeed, that is not able at a very 
ſmall Warning, tofaſten upon any Text of Scripture, and 
to teize and tumble it for an hour, till the Glaſs be fair- 
ly run our, without the C'erks jogging. T hindeed 
a man had better commir himlſelt to the Inſtructions and 
Teaching of anapproved Cobler, or Tinker, whereby he 
may beduly reſpeRed according to his Art and Condition 
of Life, than to live only a diſeſteem'd Emperick in Di- 


vinity. 
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To ſupply this want of Education, many of our Young: 
ſters ſeek 'to advance their Reputation by afte&ed words, 
or affeted and obſcure Notions : Believing either out of 
ſimple, fantaſtick, vain Glory, and a great ambiticn of 
being admired at, as if getring intothe Pulpit wcrea kind 
of Staging, that nothing 1s more tobe by them conſider'd, 
than how much the Sermon procuresthem the gaping and 
ſtaring ofthe People; or elſe to gin a reſpet and Reve- 
rence trom the Auditors, think it convenient to puzzle 
them, and carry them as it were into the Clouds. Judg- 
ing, that ſhould the Min.ſters words be ſuch as comes tothe 
common Market, plain and pra&tical, he might paſs pro- 
bably for an honeſt and well meaning man,but by no means 
for that thing which he would be thoughtto be, a Scholar, 
Whereas if he give a ſpring now and then in high Rap- | 
tures towards the uppermott Heavens, daſhing here and 
there an All-amazing word; if he ſoars aloft in bombaſti- 
cal Hufts, preaches Points deep and myſtical, and deliver 
them as dark and Phantaſtical; This is the way to be ad- 
mired, and accounted a moſt _able and profound In: 
ſtruCter. 

Others there are that ſpice, and beſprinkle their Ha- 
rangues withGreek,and Latin Sentences.in doing of which, 
though they ſeem by their ready naming their Authors, 
to be very converſant with them, yet it many times 
proves but the gleaning of a quotation happen'd upon. by 
chance ; and ſometimes it appears that they are better ac- 

uainted with the Character than the ſence, like the Par- 
fa thar being to Preach before his Dioceſan, and aſpiring 
- to be more learned then ordinary at ſuch a great time, 
thunderd forth in the middle of hisSermon out of Muſens, 
' anamorous | of Courtſhip between Zero and Leander, 
quite from the matrer. A ſtrange piece of oftentation to 
jargonize before Farmers, and Shepheards, or:the _—_

of the Pariſh ſpecially iFiaveſted with hisLac'd- coated Lou- 
don Viſtants ; as if plain.-words, uletul, and inte!lipible 
matrer were aot as gaod for an Eſquure, or one that 1s jn 
Commiſſion of the Peace,as for him that holds the Flough, 
or mends Hedges. Another ſort thereare ti:ar ſtuff their 
Sermons with trightful metaphors ; flie to both the /ndtes, 
ranſack Heaven and Earth ; down to the bottom ot the 
Sea ; romage all the Shops and Ware-houſcs, ſpare neither 
Camp nor City, bat they wil! have them. Nay fo injudi- 
cious and im;udent will they be ſometimes, that the Al- 
mighty himſelf is often in danger ot being diſhonour'd; 
bur then to make am:nds for tacir unhatlowed expreſli- 
ons, they ſcrew in an as zt were,or as 7 may ſo ſay : or elſe 
they camein hobling with their lame Submiſſion, or with 
Revyerence be it ſpoken, as if it were not better to leave 
out what they foreſee will be interpreted for extravagancy, 
than to utter that, for which their own conſciences tell them 
they muſt be forc'd to lay in an Excuſe betore-hand. 

Some there are whoſe metaphorical Knack 1s all for the 
Sea, and then you ſhall hear ot nothing but Srar-board and 
L arr-board ; Stemms, Sterns and Forecaftles, and ſuch ſort 
of Sal:-water Language.

Now for the Dofrines, Obſervations, and Inferences 
raiſed from their Texts, they arc withour all Compare.
